Paige  Patterson  outlines  characteristics  of  Southeastern  faculty. 


Central  to  any  school  is  the  faculty,  but  just  exactly  how  a  school  goes  about 
selecting  faculty  and  what  characteristics  are  sought  determines  what  kind  of  an 
institution  the  school  will  be.  Given  the  fact  that  every  seminary  or  graduate 
school  ostensibly  seeks  a  faculty  that  has  succeeded  in  achieving  the  highest 
level  of  academic  attainment  (a  Ph.D.  or  equivalent),  for  what  other  factors  does 
Southeastern  Seminary  look? 

The  President  is  deeply  committed  to  the  idea  that  the  principal  acquisition  of 
knowledge  in  an  upper-level  educational  institution  does  not  derive  from 
classroom

lectures  or  library  experience,  but 
rather  from  the  people  who  give  the 
classroom  lectures.  Consequently, 
these  are  the  factors  for  which  the 
President  looks  when  searching  for 
faculty  and  the  factors  that  the 
faculty  at  Southeastern  so 
marvelously  represent. 
•A  Genuine  Man  or  Woman  of  God. 

The  most  important  feature  for  eveiy  faculty  member  is  that  this  person  be  an  example  of  a  genuine 
man  or  woman  of  God,  deeply  committed  to  intellectual  pursuits,  but  also  modeling  in  every  other 
way  the  life  of  Clirist. 

•Teaching  ability  and  commitment.  Frankly,  it  is  one  thing  to  have  a  cart  full  of  knowledge,  and  it  is 
another  to  have  an  off  ramp  that  enables  one  effectively  to  unload  the  cart  for  distribution  to  an 
awaiting  public.  Consequently,  at  Southeastern  we  are  equally  concerned  about  the  ability  of  our 
professors  to  teach  in  an  interesting  and  compelling  fashion. 

•Writing.  In  the  academic  world,  worth  is  determined,  to  some  degree,  by  the  production  of  literature. 
While  I  am  less  than  certain  that  literary  production  ought  to  be  the  primary  feature,  certainly  it  is  the 
case  that  if  an  educational  institution  wishes  to  impact  the  general  public,  it  must  be  done  through 

writing.  That  writing  needs  to  be  both  of  a 
teclTiTical  and  of  a  popular  variety.  Increasingly 
Southeastern' s  faculty  is  making  its  presence 
known  in  the  world  of  literary  accomplishment. 
•Witnessing.  A  faculty  marooned  in  their  ivory 
towers  is  a  faculty  that  may  very  well  be 
productive  literarily,  but  the  spiritual  life  will  be 
stale  unless  there  is  a  regular  encounter  with 
lost  people.  This  is  an  element  that  is  almost 
inevitably  missing  even  from  faculties  that  claim 
to  be  Christian.  Thankfully,  it  is  a  common  part 
of  life  with  Southeastern  professors. 
•Mentoring.  The  tasks  of  being  more  than  just  a 
classroom  instructor  or  a  known  author  also 
include  becoming  closely  associated  with  a  coterie  of  students.  While  the  professor  does  not  ever  want 
to  play  favorites,  he  knows  that  if  he  can  invest  himself  in  a  special  way  in  a  cadre  of  students  drawn 
to  him,  that  long  after  he  has  departed  this  world  for  his  heavenly  residence  he  will  continue  to  live 
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Faculty  Profile 

George  Braswell  leads  Southern  Baptists  in  evangelization  of  Muslims.

Through  colorful  carpets  draped  over  chairs  and  embroidered  wall-hangings,  professor  George  W. 
Braswell,  Jr.'s  office  communicates  not  only  a  love  for  Islamic  culture,  but  an  intense  desire  to  bring 
Muslims  to  Christ. 

As  the  first  Southern  Baptist  missionary  commissioned  to  Iran  in  1967,  Braswell  pioneered  the 
study  of  Islam  for  Southern  Baptists,  while  serving  on  the  faculty  of  Islamic  Theology  at  the  University 
of  Tehran  from  1968  to  1974. 

Over  the  past  26  years,  Braswell' s  heart  for  Muslims  has  compelled  him  to  write  seven  books  and  a 
dozen  journal  articles  on  the  Islamic  culture  and  faith  while  serving  as  "Distinguished  Professor  of 
Missions  and  World  Religions"  at  Southeastern  Seminary. 

His  newest  book,  WJiat  You  Need  To  Know  About  Islam  and  Muslims,  published  in  February  by 
Broadman  &  Holman,  is  written  for  the  church  lay  person.  The  book  provides  insight  on  how  to  share 
the  Christian  faith  with  Muslims. 

"For  35  years  I've  been  interested  in  the  Islamic  world,"  Braswell  says  as  he  glances  around  liis 
office  brimming  with  Islamic  artifacts.  "Islam  is  the  fastest  growing  religion  in  the  world,  so  we've  got 
a  lot  of  people  who  need  to  understand  (Muslims)  and  then  train  themselves  to  reach  out  to  them." 

Braswell's  work  has  garnered  him  a  reputation  as  one  of  the  premier  scholars  on  Islam. 

James  T.  Draper,  Jr.,  president  of  Life  Way  Christian  Resources  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
describes  BrasweU  as  "the  greatest  evangelical  authority  on  Islam  and  Muslims  in  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention." 

"He  (is)  a  man  really  ahead  of  his  time,"  Draper  says.  "He  was  a  behind-the-scenes  missionary  to 
World  A  before  we  knew  what  World  A  was." 

Recognized  internationally  as  an  authority  in  the  area  of  Islamic  studies,  Braswell's  passion  to 
reach  Muslims  with  the  Gospel  has  carried  him  throughout  the  world  including  Europe,  the  Middle 
East,  Central  America,  Nortli  and  South 
Africa,  Central  Asia,  Kazakhstan, 
Uzbekistan  and  Southeast  Asia. 

Yet  no  matter  where  his  travels  take 
him,  Braswell's  roots  run  deep  on  the 
Wake  Forest,  N.C.  campus,  where  he  missionary  to  'World  A'  before  we 

graduated  from  Wake  Forest  College  in  the  knew  what  'World  A'  was." 

1950s,  and  later  returned  to  earn  a  doctor   

of  ministry  degree  in  theology  and 

missions  from  the  seminary  in  the  early  1970s  before  joining  the  faculty  in  1974. 

"This  has  been  a  special  place,"  Braswell  says.  "It  was  a  special  place  when  I  was  in  college,  when  I 
was  a  ministerial  student  answering  God's  call  to  the  ministry  and  when  I  was  a  furloughing 
missionary  retraining  myself  to  go  back  to  the  Middle  East  to  be  a  missionary  among  Muslims. 
Listening  to  God's  calling  and  being  faithful  to  Him  has  led  me  here  and  has  led  me  to  stay  here." 

Last  summer,  Braswell  received  the  1999  Distinguished  Alumnus  Award  during  the  seminary's 
annual  alumni  luncheon  held  in  Atlanta,  with  his  wife  of  42  years,  Joan,  by  his  side. 

Paige  Patterson,  president  of  Southeastern  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  describes 
Braswell  as  one  of  the  most  unique  men  he's  ever  known. 

Patterson  says  one  can  quickly  get  a  sense  for  what  drives  Braswell  by  observing  his  "unparalleled 
determination"  on  the  tennis  court. 

"That  exhibited  on  the  tennis  court  is  exactly  what  you  see  in  the  classroom  and  in  everytliing  else

he  does,"  Patterson  says.  "He  is  a  man  who  is  a  genuine  scholar  and  an  absolute  pleasant  joy  to  have 
as  a  part  of  our  faculty  team." 

In  addition  to  his  classroom  duties,  Braswell  serves  as  director  of  Southeastern' s  Doctor  of  Ministry 
program,  a  post  he's  held  since  1991. 

As  director  of  the  D.  Min.  program,  Braswell  is  helping  establish  a  similar  program  for  pastors  in 
the  Philippines.  Braswell  says  the  program  will  give  Filipino  pastors  a  chance  to  retool,  regroup  and 
refocus  by  developing  and  sharpening  their  evangelistic  skills.  This  summer.  Southeastern  will  host  the 
new  Filipino  class  for  six  weeks  of  training. 

As  a  father  of  four  and  grandfather  of  two,  family  and  education  have  been  mainstays  throughout 
Braswell's  life,  as  he  earned  a  bachelor  of  divinity  from  Yale  University  Divinity  School  as  well  as 

master's  and  doctoral  degrees  in  cultural  anthropology 
from  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill. 

Braswell  says  his  call  to  world  missions  is  rooted  in 
his  childhood.  He  became  a  Christian  at  the  age  of  12, 
having  been  raised  in  a  mission-minded  church. 

"My  Sunday  School  teachers  were  also  my 
elementary  school  teachers,"  Braswell  says.  "They  not 
only  taught  me  as  a  young  boy  about  Jesus  and  all  the 
Bible  teachings,  but  I'd  go  to  elementary  school  and 
they  were  my  second  through  fourth  grade  teachers, 
leading  me  along  to  make  sure  I  was  growing  up  in  the 
church's  teachings." 

Later,  as  pastor  of  CuUowhee  Baptist  Church  in 
Cullowhee,  N.C.,  from  1962-1967, 
Braswell  instilled  a  heart  for  missions  to 
his  congregation  by  inviting 
missionaries  to  preach  revivals  in  his 
church  and  taking  the  youth  to  Foreign 
Mission  Week  in  Ridgecrest,  N.C. 

^   "I  would  always  say  to  my  youth, 

'the  Lord  will  call  some  of  you  to  the 
mission  field,'  "  Braswell  says.  "But  it  ended  up  that  He  called  my  wife  and  me." 

Braswell's  heart  for  international  missions,  however,  begins  at  home.  For  more  than  20  years,  he 
directed  a  church  planting  program  at  Southeastern  which  placed  students  in  ministry  positions  in 
nearly  30  states  throughout  the  U.S.  for  10  weeks  each  summer. 

After  years  of  sharing  the  Gospel  throughout  the  world,  Braswell  says  the  opportunities  for  global 
evangelization  have  never  been  greater. 

About  30  miles  from  the  seminary  campus,  Braswell  leads  his  "Practicum  in  World  Religions"  class 
on  tours  of  Muslim  mosques  and  Hindu  temples  in  Raleigh,  N.C. 

"We  know  Muslims  aren't  going  to  come  knock  on  our  doors,"  Braswell  says.  "But  if  we  can  go  to 
where  they  are,  inside  the  mosques,  and  actually  plant  seeds  about  Jesus,  then  why  not  do  that?  Most 
of  my  students  wUl  never  go  to  India,  but  when  we  go  to  the  Hindu  temple  in  Raleigh,  they  feel 
they've  been  there  and  begin  to  understand  what  our  missionaries  face.  They  can  imagine  our 
missionaries  walking  the  streets  of  New  Delhi  or  Bombay  to  the  market  place.  All  the  incense  smells 
come  to  life,  and  they  begin  to  identify  with  the  missionaries."

N.C.  NEWSPAPER  LISTS  PATTERSON  AMONG  VISIONARIES 

Paige  Patterson  is  credited  with  shaping  the  state's  religious  landscape.

Paige  Patterson  has  been  included  in  a  list  of  100  people  credited  with  helping  sFiape  North 
Carolina  in  the  20th  century,  according  to  an  article  published  Aug.  22,  1999  by  The  News  and  Observer, 
Raleigh,  N.C. 

Patterson,  president  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary,  Wake  Forest,  N.C,  was  one  of  four  men  recognized  for  their  efforts  in  shaping  the  state's 
religious  landscape  over  the  last  100  years. 

The  list,  called  "100  Strong,"  includes  "visionaries"  from  across  the  state  who  over  the  last  century 
had  "an  ability  to  see  what  others  could  not  —  and  enough  drive,  gumption  and  maybe  just  plain  luck 
to  turn  their  visions  Into  reality,"  the  newspaper  reports. 

Those  profiled  are  grouped  in 
categories  Including  creators, 
activists,  educators,  trailblazers,

Editors  of  The  News  and  Observer  said  the  list,  which  "is  not  meant  to  be  a  roll  of  the  most  important 
people,  or  the  most  famous,  or  the  most  influential,"  was  compiled  after  poring  through  history  books 
and  consulting  with  about  150  historians. 

The  newspaper  describes  the  list  as  a  "mosaic  of  the  forces  of  change  that  have  swept  the  state  over 
the  decades  and  the  people  who  were  a  part  of  them." 

Patterson  has  also  been  profiled  in  a  book  released  in  1999  by  Harvest  House  Publishers,  Eugene, 
Ore.,  titled  Praymg  for  the  World's  365  Most  Influential  People.  The  book  includes  profiles  of  entertainers, 
professional  athletes,  world  leaders,  journalists,  authors,  movie  producers.  Fortune  500  execufives  and 
internafional  religious  leaders. 

Among  those  included  in  the  book  are:  Bill  and  Hillary  Clinton;  Charles  Stanley,  pastor  of  Atlanta's 
First  Bapfist  Church;  Focus  on  the  Family  founder  James  Dobson;  CBN  founder  Pat  Robertson;  Ted 
Turner;  Oprah  Winfrey;  Bill  Gates;  Elizabeth  Dole;  Steven  Spielberg;  Jerry  Springer;  the  Dalai  Lama; 
Pope  John  Paul  II;  Yasser  Arafat;  and  Saddam  Hussein. 

Patterson,  57,  a  Texan  by  birth,  has  served  as  president  of  Southeastern  since  1992.  He  was  elected 
in  June  1999  to  a  second  one-year  term  as  president  of  the  nearly  16-million-member  SBC. 

Described  in  the  newspaper  article  as  a  "conservative  revolutionary,"  Patterson  is  identified  as  the 
"architect  of  the  conservative  resurgence,"  which  directed  the  nation's  largest  Protestant  denomination 
back  to  its  founding  beliefs  that  the  Bible  is  "literally  true  and  without  error,"  the  article  states. 

Patterson  is  credited  in  the  article  with  "reshaping  what  had  been  a  moderate  biblical  seminary 
into  one  of  the  most  conservative  theological  schools  in  the  country."  Under  Patterson's  leadership, 
Southeastern  Seminary's  annual  non-duplicating  enrollment  has  increased  by  more  than  179  percent. 
During  the  1999-2000  academic  year,  2,088  students  have  enrolled  at  Southeastern.

Patterson  says  SBC  controversy  was  necessary  for  denomination's  survival.

After  a  lifetime  of  arguing  that  the  Bible  is  all  fact  and  no  fable,  Paige  Patterson  is  himself 
surrounded  by  more  lore  than  a  higher  critic  can  find  in  Genesis.  Critics  claim  he  destroyed  lives,  did 
incalculable  damage  to  worldwide  evangelism,  and  politicized  healthy  spiritual  debate  by  duping 
thousands  of  Southern  Baptists  into  believing  the  denominational  leadership  had  gone  liberal.  It's  a 
demonic  caricature  so  pervasive  that  it  once  led  Patterson  to  lament,  "If  I  believed  even  half  of  what 
has  been  written  about  me,  I  wouldn't  like  me  either." 

Supporters  say  the  real  Patterson  is  considerably  different  from  his  public 
image.  They  describe  someone  who  is  sensitive,  humorous,  loyal  to  a  fault,  and 
surprisingly  —  considering  his  reputation  as  a  Bible-thumping  inerrantist  —  one 
willing  to  engage  in  a  freewheeling  debate  on  anything  from  the  philosophy  of 
Buddhism  to  the  theology  of  Bultmann. 

Paige  Patterson  is  full  of  surprises.  He  wears  snake-skinned  cowboy  boots 
while  listening  to  classical  music.  His  wife  holds  two  doctorates  in  theology.  He's 
an  academic  theologian  who  regularly  hunts  big  game  in  Africa.  And  as  president 
of  one  of  the  most  conservative  seminaries  in  America,  he  hands  books  written  by 
his  critics  to  prospective  students,  insisting  that  they  know  all  sides  of  the  story. 

In  order  to  promote  a  revival  on  the  campus  of  Southeastern  Seminary  where 
he  is  president,  Patterson  once  rode  a  horse  across  campus.  He  also  fell  off  the 
horse  and  quickly  incorporated  the  embarrassment  into  his  repertoire  of  self- 
deprecating  humor. 

A  self-described  "Bubba  with  a  Ph.D.,"  Patterson's  first  pastorate,  as  an  interim, 
was  an  African- American  church  in  Beaumont,  Texas.  He  spent  most  of  his 

seminary  years  on  Bourbon  Street  in  New  Orleans,  his 
wavy  red  hair  noticeable  even  among  the  drunks, 
■•i'^       ^cings,  transvestites,  prostitutes  and  strippers.  He 
and  his  friends  often  preached  on  the 
streets  and  in  the  strip  clubs. 

"We  were  a  much  better  act  than  the  girls,"  says 
Patterson.  "Some  nights  we'd  preach  to  two  people,  other 
nights  we'd  preach  to  300.  It  was  an  experience  that  molded  me 
because,  after  that,  I  was  never  intimidated  witnessing 
anywhere  in  the  world." 

This  witnessing  is,  according  to  Patterson,  the  core  of  his 
motivation  for  all  that  he  does,  whether  it  be  theological 
education  or  building  a  coalition  to  bring  Southern  Baptists 
back  to  their  conservative  roots.  He  says  that's  what 
Christianity  is  all  about. 

"Heaven  is  real,  and  hell  is  real,"  says  Patterson. 
"There  are  billions  of  people  on  this  planet,  and  they 
need  to  hear  about  Jesus."  This  conviction  was  bom  in 
his  heart  at  the  age  of  nine,  during  a  revival  service  at 
First  Baptist,  Beaumont,  Texas,  when  he  trusted  Jesus 
for  his  salvation  while  at  the  same  time  surrendering  to 
God's  call  on  his  life  to  preach  —  a  ministry  which

began  at  age  14. 

But  what  does  evangelism  have  to  do  with  turning  Southern  Baptists  back  to  a  more  conservative 
stance  on  the  Bible? 

"If  we  establish  where  truth  can  be  found,  then  we  can  discuss  what  it  means,"  says  Patterson. 
"But  we've  got  to  figure  out  first  where  it  can  be  found,  what  really  can  be  relied  on  to  be  absolute 
truth.  And  so,  we  felt  that  the  basic  question  for  Southern  Baptists  was  over  biblical  authority." 

Patterson  says  that  as  he  looked  at  why  denominations  lost  their  zeal  for 
evangelism,  he  discovered  it  was  because  first  they  lost  their  confidence  in  the 
Bible. 

"I  had  read  enough  history  to  know  what  happened  to  American  Baptists, 
British  Baptists  and  Canadian  Baptists,"  says  Patterson.  "I  kiiew  what  happened  to 
the  Presbyterians  and  the  Methodists.  I  kept  asking,  'When  they  lost  their 
missionary  and  evangelistic  effectiveness,  what  was  the  common  vims?'  Certainly 
there  were  many  factors  that  led  to  their  decline,  but  the  common  virus  was  the  loss 
of  the  authority  of  Scripture." 

"We  were  losing  our  colleges  and  seminaries  to  biblical  liberalism  and  neo- 
orthodoxy.  To  me,  it  became  a  question  of  whether  we  lived  or  died  as  a 
denomination,"  Patterson  notes.  "And,  frankly,  I'd  rather  the  denomination  live 
with  some  conflict  than  die  peacefully." 

Conflict  is  nothing  new  to  Patterson.  On  his  first  day  at  Hardins-Simmons,  a 
Baptist  college  in  Texas,  he  got  into  an  altercation  with  an  ROTC  sergeant  over 
some  language  Patterson  didn't  think  was  appropriate.  It  was  also  in  college  that 
his  beliefs  first  came  into  conflict  with  what  his  professors  were  teaching.  Raised  to 
believe  that  Adam  and  Eve  and  the  patriarchs  were  real  people,  and  that  every 
verse  in  the  Bible  was  the  inspired  Word  of  God,  suddenly  Patterson  found  himself 
confronted  with  higher  critical  methods  that  cast  doubts  on  the  reliability  of  the 
text,  the  surety  of  prophetic  authorship,  and  the  faithfulness  of  the  miracles. 
This  certainly  wasn't  what  he'd  been  taught  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Beaumont,  Texas,  where 
his  father,  T.A.  Patterson  was  pastor.  The  younger  Patterson  often  found  himself  sharing  the  supper 
table  with  a  who's  who  of  Southern  Baptist  preachers  and  evangelists.  At  Hardin-Simmoiis,  he  quickly 
saw  a  biblical  breach  between  what  the  average  Southern  Baptist  believed  about  the  Bible  and  what 
some  professors  on  the  Southern  Baptist  payroll  were  actually  teaching. 

According  to  Patterson,  he  experienced 
similar  shocks  when  he  started  studying  at  New 
Orleans  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  one  of  six 
such  institutions  owned  and  operated  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  At  night,  Patterson 
preached  the  Gospel  on  Bourbon  Street,  and  in 
the  morning,  he'd  sit  in  classes  to  learn  why  the 
Bible  he'd  just  been  preaching  was  no  longer  an 
authoritative  source. 

Ironically,  for  all  the  nights  he  spent  on  Bourbon  Street  leading  people  to  Christ,  there  is  one  night 
in  particular  for  which  he  will  be  forever  remembered.  It  was  around  1968,  and  Patterson,  by  then 
working  toward  his  doctorate  in  theology,  sat  at  the  Cafe  du  Monde  with  lifelong  Southern  Baptist 
Paul  Pressler,  an  appellate  court  judge  from  Houston,  Texas. 
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Finding  Strength  in  Submission 

Dorothy  Patterson  discusses  her  role  as  a  homemaker.

While  enjoying  dinner  one  evening  a  few  years  ago, 
Dorothy  Patterson  was  jolted  by  an  announcement  from  her 
husband,  Paige. 

According  to  Dorothy,  "Dr.  Patterson  had  broached  the 
subject  that  he  was  going  to  get  a  dog,  and  I  told  him  in  no 
uncertain  terms  he  was  not."  Could  these  be  the  words  of  a 
woman  who  co-authored  the  controversial  words  on 
submission  in  the  family  statement  in  The  Baptist  Faith  and 
Message? 

"You  don't  really  have  submission  until  you  have  an 
impasse,"  according  to  Dorothy,  and  the  dog  that  later  arrived 
at  her  door  created  an  impasse  between  her  and  her  husband. 
"I  probably  could  have  insisted  on  my  way  and  gotten  rid  of 
the  dog,  but  I  had  to  make  a  conscious  choice  to  submit." 
The  dog,  named  "Bandit"  by  his  master  but  dubbed 
"Squealer"  by  his  mistress,  now  resides  in  Arizona  with  the  Pattersons'  son  Armour,  but  not  before 
Dorothy  learned  to  live  with  him.  "I  trained  him,  and  I  (took)  care  of  him.  I'm  content  now  because  I 
see  how  happy  he  made  my  husband." 

Dorothy  Patterson,  known  for  her  strong  opinions  almost  as  well  as  she  is  known  for  her 
sometimes  unpopular  views  on  submission,  is  the  first  to  admit  that  submission  is  often  a  difficult 
choice  for  a  woman  to  make.  She  contends,  however,  that  this  is  ultimately  not  an  issue  between  a 
woman  and  her  husband,  but  between  a  woman  and  God.  "Submission  in  the  home  is 
actually  training  ground  for  submission  to  the  Heavenly  Father." 

According  to  those  who  know  and  love  her,  Dorothy  Patterson's  life  is 
characterized  by  a  combination  of  strength  and  submission,  which  is  manifested  in  all 
her  roles:  as  wife  of  the  president  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and 
Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary;  assistant  professor  of  women's  studies; 
speaker;  author;  theologian;  as  mother  of  their  children.  Armour  and  Carmen;  as 
mother-in-law  of  Mark  Howell,  whom  she  regards  as  a  son;  as  a  friend;  and  most 
importantly  as  a  daughter  of  God. 
To  Have  and  to  Hold 

Dorothy  married  her  childhood  sweetheart  at  the  tender  age  of  19.  The  role  of  wife 
is  one  she  knows  well  and  relishes.  Despite  her  reluctance  to  surrender  to  his  desire 
for  canine  companionship,  Paige  asserts  that  his  wife's  strength  has  usually  worked  to 
his  advantage.  "Dorothy  is  famous  for  being  able  to  accomplish  the  impossible," 
according  to  her  husband.  "Anytime  1  want  anything  done  and  there  seems  to  be  no 
way  to  do  it,  1  automatically  go  to  her." 

Paige  relates  an  incident  that  occurred  while  the  two  were  still  in  college.  He 
mentioned  a  desire  to  speak  with  the  president  of  the  United  States,  and  soon 
afterward  his  wife  announced  that  a  meeting  with  the  president  had  been  arranged. 
On  another  occasion,  Dorothy  helped  arrange  a  meeting  for  him  with  Yassar  Arafat  in 
the  guesthouse  of  Saddam  Hussein. 

Dorothy's  strength,  however,  does  not  affect  her  submission  to  her  husband.  Paige 
says  his  wife  is  "the  embodiment  of  Proverbs  31:11,"  which  says,  "Her  husband  has

full  confidence  in  her  and  lacks  nothing  of  value."  Paige  knows  that  when  he  is  away  from  home,  he 
leaves  things  in  the  capable  hands  of  his  wife,  who  in  all  situations  "does  what  I  would  have  done." 

Dorothy  says  that  while  she  has  always  tried  to  be  a  good  wife,  her  husband  never  fails  to  be  an 
earthly  example  of  Christ's  love  to  her.  He  was  the  one  to  insist  that  she  pursue  her  two  doctorates  to 
develop  her  talents  and  abilities.  After 
graduating  from  Hardin-Simmons  University, 
Dorothy  received  a  Th.M  from  New  Orleans 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  a  D.Min.  from 
Luther  Rice  Seminary,  and,  in  1998,  a  Ph.D. 
from  the  University  of  South  Africa.  Yet  he 
also  warns  her  when  she  stretches  herself  too 
thin.  "He  protects  me  against  myself," 
Dorothy  says. 

Paige  has  also  been  known  to  pack  her  bags  and  whisk  her  off  on  an  unexpected  vacation.  "She 
puts  up  a  fuss  at  first,  but  sometimes  she  needs  to  get  away  from  it  all,"  he  says.  No  wonder  Dorothy 
describes  her  relationship  with  her  husband  as  a  "blessing  of  submission." 
"M"  Is  for  Mother 

Perhaps  the  role  that  Dorothy  trained  for  the  longest  was  that  of  mother.  Her  sister  Kathy  recalls 
that  when  they  were  young,  instead  of  imaginary  friends,  Dorothy  had  imaginary  children.  "On 
Sunday  mornings  we  couldn't  leave  for  church  until  Dorothy  had  lined  up  all  her  'children'  and  made 
sure  they  were  dressed  and  ready  to  go." 

Even  this  role,  for  which  she  was  so  well  prepared,  required  her  to  submit.  Dorothy  recalls  an 
instance  when  her  son.  Armour,  was  playing  football  in  junior  high  school.  The 
Pattersons  were  out  of  town  speaking  at  a  family  life  conference,  and  Dorothy 
attempted  to  arrive  home  in  time  to  watch  her  son  play.  She  missed  her  plane  and 
missed  the  game.  "When  I  got  home,  I  said  to  myself,  I  cannot  do  this.  So  I  asked  my 
husband  if  I  could  walk  away  from  all  of  my  outside  engagements."  Her  husband 
concurred. 

Dorothy  confesses  that,  at  the  time,  this  wasn't  what  she  wanted  to  do.  "I  enjoyed 
traveling  as  a  part  of  my  husband's  ministry.  I  cried  for  days  after  the  kids  left  for 
school."  Eventually,  however,  she  realized  that  God  was  creating  an  opportunity  for 
her  to  use  her  strengths.  "I  took  all  the  creativity  and  the  energy  I  had  poured  into 
ministry  and  poured  it  into  my  children." 

Some  of  Dorothy's  creativity  went  into  building  traditions  around  her  favorite 
holiday,  Christmas.  For  years  she  celebrated  the  Twelve  Days  of  Christmas  with  her 
children  by  hiding  a  surprise  for  them  somewhere  in  the  house  on  each  of  the  12  days 
prior  to  Christmas  Eve. 

Despite  all  the  creativity  that  Dorothy  put  into  her  parenting,  the  thing  that  her 
daughter.  Carmen,  appreciated  the  most  was  simply  her  mom's  presence  at  home. 
Carmen  credits  her  mother  with  setting  an  example  for  her  as  she  rears  her  two 
daughters  Abigail  and  Rebekah.  "Mom  has  turned  down  jobs  that  would  have  paid 
her  a  lot  of  money  because  she  knew  that  being  there  for  us  was  more  important.  That 
is  where  I  get  my  instinct  to  be  there  for  Abigail  and  Rebekah."

Dorothy  is  known  for  her  love  of  hats.  Many  women  have  given  her  their  hats.  One  of  those 
women  had  entered  into  a  legal  dispute  with  Criswell  College,  where  Paige  was  president.  The  dispute 
was  settled,  and  the  lady  harbored  a  great  deal  of  regret  for  her  part  in  it.  Dorothy  often  visited  her  and 
assured  her  that  there  were  no  hard  feelings.  This  lady  asked  her,  as  a  sign  of  their  renewed  friendship, 
to  promise  to  wear  one  of  her  hats  to  a  special  event.  Dorothy  promised  that  she  would. 

On  the  day  of  the  election,  Dorothy  was  looking  through  all  she  had  packed  to  find  a  hat  to  match 
her  dress.  She  initially  dismissed  the  lady's  hat  because  it  was  not  a  style  that  flattered  her,  but  she 
remembered  her  promise.  She  swallowed  her  pride,  wore

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Over  cafe  au  lait  and  beignets,  they  vivisected  Southern  Baptist  polity  and  figured  out  the  long, 
circuitous  route  back  to  scriptural  authority  within  the  SBC.  The  denomination's  polity  was  (and  still 
is)  democratic,  and  the  key  to  controlling  its  future  was  in  the  presidency,  a  voluntary  and  until  then 
largely  honorary  position  tliat  was  usually  held  by  a  pastor. 

Over  the  next  few  years  Patterson  and  Pressler  began  barnstorming  the  country  with  this  message: 
"The  Bible  is  in  jeopardy;  professors  and  denominational  employees,  whom  you  pay,  don't  believe  the 
Bible  like  you  do.  Come  to  the  annual  meeting  and  vote  conservative." 

"Some  people  have  said  to  me,  'You  shouldn't  have  done  it  that  way,"  says  Patterson.  "You  should 
have  done  it  some  other  way.  My  reaction  to  that  is,  'I  kept  asking  is  there  any  other  way?'  I  didn't 

particularly  like  that  way  of  doing  it  myself,  but 
nobody  ever  came  up  with  another  way  that 
would  work,  so  I  don't  apologize  for  it." 

As  the  years  passed,  Patterson  and  Pressler 
seemed  to  be  priming  a  dry  pump,  but  then  in 
1979  conservative  pastor  Adrian  Rogers  was 
elected  president.  It  marked  the  first  of  15 
straight  victories  for  the  conservatives,  who 
wouldn't  suffer  a  setback  until  1994.  Even  that 
was  temporary,  and  now  conservative  victories 
are  such  a  forgone  conclusion  that  Paige 
Patterson  himself  is  president  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  having  run  unopposed  in 
1998  and  1999.  Patterson's  second  term  will 

conclude  in  June  at 
the  Southern 
Baptist 
Convention's 
annual  meeting, 
held  this  year  in 
Orlando. 

Critics  say  it  was 
a  brutal  takeover  of 

the  Convention.  Patterson  says,  "We  violated  nothing  in  the  SBC  constitution  or  bylaws.  Our  (Southern 
Baptist)  forefathers  deliberately  established  the  denomination  so  people  could,  at  anytime,  have  a 
grassroots  referendum  ...  The  people  should  be  able  to  determine  which  direction  the  Convention 
should  take."

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Patterson  says  he  requires  at  least  two  textbooks  per  class  that  don't  agree  with  his  theological 
positions.  "I  want  my  students  to  know  what  they'll  come  up  against  when  they're  out  in  the 
world.  I  suppose  if  your  model  is  to  train  an  occupation  soldier,  then  only  knowing  your  own  point 
of  view  will  be  sufficient,  but  if  you're  really  going  to  spiritual  war,  then  you  need  to  know 

everything  —  how  it  functions  and  how  to

stay  alive." 

He  adds,  "It  seems  to  me  that  an 
evangelical  school  needs  to  teach  students  to 
read  everything.  I  probably  read  nine  books 
I  don't  agree  with  for  every  one  that  I  do 
agree  with,  and  I  find  it  challenges  my 
thinking." 

By  far  the  harshest  charge  critics  aim  at  Patterson  is  that  he  destroyed  people's  lives.  The  record 
shows  that  Patterson  never  fired  anyone  over  doctrinal  issues. 

In  the  swirl  of  accusations  over  the  last  25  years,  Paige  Patterson  the  man  gets  lost  in  Paige 
Patterson  the  myth.  Says  his  friend  Richard  Land,  president  of  the  SBC's  Ethics  and  Religious 
Liberty  Commission,  "I  know  of  no  one  who  has  a  wider  disparity  between  his  personal  and  public 
image." 

What  is  rarely  seen  in  print  is  the  personal  cost  of  the  controversy  to  Patterson.  At  the  height  of 
Southern  Baptist  tensions,  he  was  a  pariah  among  his  fellow  preachers.  Few  would  be  seen  with 
him  in  public,  either  because  they  hated  him  for  what  he  was  doing  or  because  they  feared  an 
association  with  him  would  cripple  their  careers. 

Adrian  Rogers  recalls  watching  Patterson  walk  through  a  meeting  at  Southern  Seminary  in  the 
early  80s,  when  the  controversy  was  at  its  height.  Like  the  Red  Sea  parting,  the  crowd  literally 
stepped  away  from  Patterson  as  he  walked  through  it.  Approaching  Patterson,  Rogers  put  his  arm 
around  him.  "Thanks  for  being  seen  with  me,  Adrian,"  Patterson  said. 

There  were  death  threats,  obscene  phone  calls  and 
slanderous  accusations  that  spilled  over  onto  his  family. 
And  then  there  was  the  morning  he  almost  quit.  Like 
most  mornings,  he  took  his  daughter.  Carmen,  to  her 
elementary  school,  and  then  headed  for  his  office.  The 
phone  rang,  and  the  man  on  the  other  end  described 
what  Carmen  was  wearing  that  day.  "It  would  be  a  real 
shame  if  something  were  to  happen  to  her,"  he  said. 
"But  you're  going  to  keep  pushing,  aren't  you?" 

Patterson  spent  the  rest  of  the  day  reading  a 
biography  of  Abraham  Kuyper,  a  reminder  that  doing 
God's  will  often  comes  at  great  personal  cost. 

When  asked  if  he  would  do  it  over  again,  Patterson 
says,  "I  would  work  harder  to  be  sure  that  whatever 
offense  there  is,  is  in  the  Gospel  and  not  in  the  one  who 
brings  it.  So,  maybe  some  of  the  criticism  in  that 
regard  has  been  fair,  and  I  certainly  view  myself  as  one 
who  can,  with  the  help  of  God,  still  improve."

By  far  the  harshest  charge  critics  aim  at  Patterson  is  that  he  destro^ 
shows  that  Patterson  never  fired  anyone  over  doctrinal  issues.

There  were  death  threats,  obscene  phone  calls  and 
slanderous  accusations  that  spilled  over  onto  his  family. 
And  then  there  was  the  morning  he  almost  quit.  Like 
most  mornings,  he  took  his  daughter.  Carmen,  to  her 
elementary  school,  and  then  headed  for  his  office.  The 
phone  rang,  and  the  man  on  the  other  end  described 
what  Carmen  was  wearing  that  day.  "It  would  be  a  real 
shame  if  something  were  to  happen  to  her,"  he  said. 
"But  you're  going  to  keep  pushing,  aren't  you?" 

Patterson  spent  the  rest  of  the  day  reading  a 
biography  of  Abraham  Kuyper,  a  reminder  that  doing 
God's  will  often  comes  at  great  personal  cost. 

When  asked  if  he  would  do  it  over  again,  Patterson 
says,  "I  would  work  harder  to  be  sure  that  whatever 
offense  there  is,  is  in  the  Gospel  and  not  in  the  one  who 
brings  it.  So,  maybe  some  of  the  criticism  in  that 
regard  has  been  fair,  and  I  certainly  view  myself  as  one 
who  can,  with  the  help  of  God,  still  improve." 

However,  in  his  opinion,  where  the  critics  have 
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been  most  unfair  is  how  they've  judged  his  motives.  He  never  did  it  to  grab  power,  he  says.  "The 
critics  have  been  helpful,"  he  explains.

"Well,  I  knew  that,  but  it  hit  me  that  there  was  a  commandment  that  was  fundamentally  impossible 
to  do  if  you  didn't  have  an  enemy.  And  tlien  the  Word  said,  'Pray  for  those  who  despitefuUy  use  you.' 
Now  there's  another  command  from  Christ  that 
you  can't  do  unless  somebody  despitefully  uses 
you. 

"So,  it  dawned  on  me  that  God  had  been 
exceptionally  good  to  allow  people  to  wrongly 
judge  my  motives,  and  what  I  needed  to  do  was 
cultivate  the  ability  to  respond  to  them  in 
Christlike  ways.  That's  when  1  started  a  policy 
that  I  have  had  through  the  years  that,  if 
somebody  wrongly  accused  me,  I'd  buy  them  a  tie 
or  send  them  a  fruit  basket  or  something  like  that. 
And,  through  the  years,  it's  really  helped  me  not 
to  grow  bitter." 

And  speaking  of  God's 
Word,  what  translation  does  this 
proclaimer  of  inerrancy  use? 

"Actually,  it's  the  original 
languages,"  says  Patterson,  a 
strong  proponent  of  expository 
preaching.  "Before  I  preach  on  a 
passage,  I  always  translate  it 
directly  from  the  Greek  or 

Hebrew.  On  the  other  hand,  I'm  an  old  man,  and  I  grew  up  with  the  King  James  Version.  All  the 
Scripture  I've  memorized  is  in  the  King  James,  and  even  if  I  try  to  use  something  else,  I  end  up  quoting 
the  King  James.  I  even  dream  in  IGng  James  English!  So  I  still  use  that." 

Patterson  says  he'll  remain  vigilant  on  biblical  inerrancy.  "Any  movement  that  is  not  statedly, 
determinedly  and  committedly  to  the  right  will  naturally  drift  to  the  left,"  says  Patterson.  "That's  true 
in  politics,  and  it's  true  in  theology.  It's  true  about  the  Bible."

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LoNGTEME  Southeastern  Seminary  Physician  dies 


Dr.  James  Moseley

James  R.  Moseley,  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary's  physician  for  the  past  three  decades, 
died  at  his  home  in  the  early  morning  hours  of  November  25, 1999  from  heart  failure.  He  was  73. 

Moseley,  a  former  missionary  to  Nigeria,  Africa,  had  served  as  Southeastem's  physician  since  1969. 
Funeral  services  were  held  November  28  at  Wake  Forest  Baptist  Church,  Wake  Forest,  N.C.,  where  he 
had  been  a  member  for  many  years. 

Moseley  was  remembered  in  a  memorial  service  Feb.  17  in  Binkley  Chapel  as  a  "caring"  and 
"skillful"  physician. 

For  30  years,  Moseley  treated  retired  and  current  faculty,  staff  and  students  in  the 
seminary  community,  diagnosing  illnesses  and  prescribing  medications  for  patients 
from  newborns  to  the  elderly. 

But  Norma  May,  who  worked  for  24  years  as  a  registered  nurse  alongside 
Moseley  in  the  seminary  clinic  as  well  as  in  his  private  family  practice,  said  the 
longtime  seminary 
physician  ministered  to  his 
patients'  emotional  and 
spiritual  needs  as  much  as 
he  did  their  physical  ailments. 

"He  felt  like  he  identified  with  them 
(seminary  patients)  because  he  knew  the 
hardships  they  were  going  through,"  May  said. 

Kevin  Darnell,  a  33-year-old  master  of  arts 
in  Christian  education  student,  credited 
Moseley  with  setting  the  standard  in  his  eyes 
for  all  physicians.  In  1975, 
Moseley  was  instrumental  in 
diagnosing  nine-year-old 
Darnell  with  Hodgkin's  Disease 
while  his  father  was  a  student 
at  the  seminary. 

"Dr.  Moseley  came  here  to 
Wake  Forest,  and  he  made  a 
difference  in  my  life  and  in  the 

lives  of  thousands  of  students  and  families,"  Darnell  said. 

Cal  Guy,  a  visiting  professor  of  missions  at  Southeastern,  said  Moseley  played  a  major  role  in  saving 
his  life  in  1996  after  he  had  a  stroke.  Moseley  quickly  diagnosed  Guy's  ailment  and  referred  him  to  a 
cardiac  unit  where  he  underwent  quadruple  bypass  surgery. 

"He  was  truly  skillful,  caring,  (and  a)  blessing  to  me,  and  I  represent  all ...  who  have  had  his  care," 
Guy  said. 

Paige  Patterson,  president  of  Southeastern  Seminary,  said  Moseley' s  legacy  will  live  on  for 
generations. 

"Boys  and  girls  long  since  grown  to  adulthood  who  would  not  even  know  Dr.  Moseley' s  name, 
nevertheless,  owe  much  of  their  health  and  that  of  their  parents  to  this  gracious  and  godly  physician, 
who  for  more  than  thirty  years  carried  out  a  labor  of  love  at  costs  that  even  students  could  afford.  To  say 
that  Southeastern  Seminary  will  miss  him  would  be  the  definition  of  understatement,"  Patterson  said.

Mike  Cvimmings  leads  N.C.  Baptists  into  the  21st  century

PEMBROKE,  N.C.  ~  As  the  first  Native  American  president  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina,  the  Rev.  Mike  Cummings  has  come  a  long  way  in  ministry  since  his  days  as  a  student- 
pastor  of  a  rural  church  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  state. 

Yet  after  31  years  in  the  ministry,  Cummings  says  in  some 
ways  he's  still  like  that  single  19-year-old,  with  long  sideburns, 
who  first  answered  God's  call  on  his  life. 

"I  was  a  sophomore  in  college,  and  all  I  knew  was  1  liked  to 
preach,  and  I  loved  people,"  Cummings  reminisces. 

And  it's  been  that  same  love  for  preaching  and  people  that  has 
garnered  Cummings  the  respect  and  admiration  of  North  Carolina 
Baptists  throughout  the  1.2  million-member  convention. 

Cummings,  who  earned  a  master  of  divinity  degree  at 
Southeastern  Seminary  in  1977,  readily  admits  that  he  "never  ever" 
would  have  imagined  becoming  the  first  Native  American  to  serve 
as  state  convention  president.  "Going  to  those  meetings  (in  the 
early  70s)  there  was  no  minority  much  at  all  in  the  room,"  says 
Cummings. 

Now,  as  Cummings  seeks  re-election  in  November  to  the 
convention's  top  post,  he  says  his  perspective  remains  grounded  in 
his  experiences  growing  up  with  11  siblings  on  a  20-acre  farm  in  Robeson  County  — 
three  miles  from  his  office  where  he  has  served  as  director  of  missions  witli  the  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist 
Association  since  1988. 

"I  think  I'm  more  a  product  of  the  church  I  grew  up  in,  the  preacliing  I  was  brought  up  under,  the 
teaching  that  I  knew  as  a  child  and  as  a  young  man  coming  along,"  Cummings  says. 

It's  that  foundation,  says  the  50-year-old  Lumbee  Indian,  that  kept  him  on  course  during  the 
turbulent  days  of  forced  segregation.  Cummings  remembers  when  Robeson  County,  home  to  about 
40,000  Lumbees,  had  separate  water  fountains  for  blacks,  whites  and  Indians.  Before  1964,  Cummings 
says  he  was  not  welcome  at  white  schools,  restaurants,  department  stores  and  barber  shops. 

"We've  been  here  since  the  1880s  as  an  association,  as  a  group  of  Indian  churches  who  have  always 
kept  our  place  and  respected  that  our  place  was  not  among  the  white  community,"  Cummings  says, 
recounting  the  association's  early  history  which  now  includes  about  60  churches  representing  10,000 
members  throughout  nine  counties  in  eastern  North  Carolina. 

Cummings  says  his  presidency  at  the  state  convention  level  is  evidence  that  Southern  Baptist 
missions  work.  "We've  been  the  target,"  he  says.  "We  have  been  the  focus  of  missionaries  for  a 
hundred  years,  and  ...  now  we're  part  of  that  mission  force." 

While  the  work  of  the  state  convention  is  vital,  Cummings  says  his  primary  calling  is  to  equip 
church  leaders  in  the  Burnt  Swamp  Association  where  80  percent  of  the  pastors  are  bi-vocational. 

"The  older  I  get  the  more  clear  it  becomes  that  God  is  showing  me  that  I  need  to  invest  more  and 
more  of  my  time  in  preparing  these  younger  guys  for  leading  their  churches,"  Cummings  says. 

Cummings  encourages  pastors  to  practice  sermon  preparation  steps  he  was  taught  at  seminary. 
"The  school  did  an  excellent  job  of  forcing  me  to  research,  and  read,  and  study  and  be  a  serious 
student  of  the  Word,"  he  says. 

Cummings  exhorts  pastors  to  stay  the  course  in  ministry  while  citing  God's  blessings  on  his  two 
nearly  10-year  pastorates. 
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through  those  students.  Thus,  Southeastern  faculty  take  special  time  to  walk  with  students  in 
circumstances  as  wide-ranging  as  the  use  of  professorial  homes  for  a  night  of  food  and  discussion  to  an 
experience  on  a  Third  World  mission  field  witnessing  side-by-side. 
•Churchmnnship.  I  can  remember  during  the  days  of  my 
seminary  experience  driving  to  church  on  Sunday  night  and 
passing  the  homes  of  professors  who  were  either  mowing 
the  lawn  or  lounging  around  a  table  with  no  intention  of 
being  a  part  of  the  local  church.  Thankfully,  Southeastern 
professors  are  committed  churchmen  who  have  a  part  in  a 
local  assembly.  Although  it  is  sometimes  difficult  since  many 
of  the  men  are  preaching  on  Sundays,  as  often  as  possible 
they  are  in  their  local  church.  Frequently,  they  have 
assignments  there  also.

A  partial  sadness  came  into  my  life  the  other  day  when 
1  received  a  letter  from  Dn  Ben  Johnson,  senior  professor 
of  church  music,  indicating  his  intention  to  retire  in  May.  I 
say  partial  sadness  because  there  are  happinesses 
associated  with  this  announcement.  First,  I  am  happy  for 
Dr.  Johnson  to  have  the  time  to  give  to  pursuits  that  he 
wishes  with  his  family  and  other  projects  to  which  he  will 
devote  himself.  Second,  I  am  especially  grateful  that  Dr 
Johnson's  retirement  will  see  him  remaining  here  in  Wake  Forest  and  continuing  to  teach  with  us 
adjunctively.  However,  this  announcement  is  still  a  sadness,  and  I  will  tell  you  why. 
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Dr.  Johnson  has  taught  at  the  school  now  for  44  years.  When  there  was  a  major  change  in  the 
direction  of  the  school  and  the  commitment  of  administrative  leadership  changed,  there  were  the 
understandable  lugubrious  prognostications  about  the  future  on  the  part  of  many  of  the  remaining 
professors  in  the  institution.  Not  only  this,  but  also  the  open  hostilities  demonstrated  by  some  of  those 
former  professors  toward  the  new  directions  and  new  people  who  came  to  the  seminary  were 
impossible  to  miss,  even  for  a  casual  observer.  Ben  Johnson,  along  with  one  or  two  others,  was 
different.  First,  Ben  never  turned  his  back  on  established  friendships.  Not  one  critical  word  has  escaped 
his  mouth  concerning  his  previous  colleagues,  whom  (as  a  Christian  ought,  I  am  certain)  he  loves  and 
cherishes  and  to  whom  he  continues  to  be  loyal. 

On  the  other  hand,  Ben  accepted  the  "new  guys  on  the  block,"  loved  them,  prayed  for  them  and 
made  the  transition  as  easy  for  them  as  he  possibly  could.  I  suspect  Ben  Johnson  has  gone  a  long  way 
toward  proving  that  one  can  be  genuinely  Christian  toward  persons  on  all  sides  of  issues. 

Consequently,  I  give  highest  tribute  today  to  Dr.  Ben  Johnson  —  a  remarkable  human  being  and 
professor  by  anyone's  assessment.

Patterson's  wife,  Dorothy,  is  also  recognized  in  the  article  for  her  involvement  in  leading  the  SBC  in 
1998  to  adopt  a  revision  of  its  Baptist  statement  of  faith,  The  Baptist  Faith  and  Message,  by  calling  on 
wives  to  "submit  graciously  to  the  servant  leadership"  of  their  husbands  "even  as  the  church  willingly 
submits  to  the  headship  of  Christ." 

Joining  Patterson  on  the  list  under  the  "believers"  category  are:  Billy  Graham,  former  televangelist 
Jim  Bakker,  and  Pentecostal  evangelist  CM.  "Sweet  Daddy"  Grace. 

In  Praying  for  the  Worhl's  365  Most  Influential  People,  Patterson  is  quoted  on  the  June  25  entry:  "That's 
the  only  thing  that  wakes  me  up  in  the  middle  of  the  night  and  troubles  me:  'Am  I  doing  enough  to  get 
the  Gospel  to  all  people?'  " 

Patterson's  entry  includes  prayer  requests  that  his  leadership  would  be  marked  by  "integrity, 
wisdom  and  peacemaking,"  as  well  as  an  offer  of  praise  and  thanksgiving  for  his  "commitment  to  the 
reliability  of  Scripture."

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Moseley  received  both  his  bachelor  of  science  degree  and  medical  degree  from  the  University  of 
Alabama.  He  also  attended  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in  Louisville,  Kentucky. 

A  native  of  Thomasville,  Alabama,  Moseley  is  survived  by  his  wife  of  49  years,  as  well  as  a 
daughter  and  son-in-law,  Anne  and  John  Cullen,  of  Louisburg,  N.C.;  sons  and  daughters-in-law,  John 
David  and  Chris  Moseley  of  Elmira,  New  York,  and  Paul  and  Kathy  Moseley  of  Raleigh,  N.C.  Moseley 
is  also  survived  by  a  brother.  Jack  Moseley  of  Georgia,  and  11  grandchildren. 

Moseley  and  his  wife,  Myra,  served  as  missionaries  for  five  years  in  Nigeria  before  coming  to 
Southeastern  Seminary. 

Among  his  many  honors  and  awards  over  his  three  decades  of  practicing  medicine,  Moseley 
received  the  "Humanitarian  of  the  Year  Award"  in  1997  from  Wake  Medical  Center,  Raleigh,  N.C. 
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"I've  always  felt  (if)  a  guy  could  invest  his  life  in  a  long  pastorate  that  he  could  probably  do  his 
greatest  (work),"  he  says. 

Cummings  says  he  feels  a  heavy  sense  of  responsibility  for  representing  the  Lumbee  people  well 
—  an  expectation  he's  become  accustomed  to  having  been  named  "best  all-around  person"  in  his 
senior  yearbook.  His  recognition  in  a  May  30,  1999,  newspaper  article  by  The  Neios  and  Observer, 
Raleigh,  N.C,  as  "Tar  Heel  of  the  Week,"  was  flattering  as  well. 

But  of  most  importance,  Cummings  says,  is  God's  evaluation  of  him  as  well  as  the  esteem  of  his 
wife  of  28  years.  Quae,  and  their  two  adult  sons  and  teenage  daughter.  "My  calling  is  to  be  a  Christian 
for  the  human  race  and  to  represent  and  be  God's  man  wherever  I  am,"  Cummings  says.  As  for  his 
future  work  with  the  Burnt  Swamp  Association,  Cummings  says  his  calling  is  clear.  "My  greatest  love 
is  for  local  churches. ...  If  we're  not  in  the  business  of  helping  churches  do  Kingdom  work,  we  need  to 
get  out  of  whatever  business  we're  in."

Southeastern:  Reaching  the  World  with  the  Gospel 

SEBTS  sees  more  than  5^00  people  come  to  faith  in  Christ  during  the  past  12  months.

Amidst  the  books,  dissertations,  exams,  and  classroom  lectures.  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary 
has  been  instrumental  in  leading  more  than  5,300  people  throughout  the  world  to  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  since 
June  of  1999. 

Paige  Patterson,  president  of  Southeastern  Seminary  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  led  by  example 
in  March  while  street  preaching  during  the  Salvador  festival  "Camaval."  According  to  estimates,  4,000  party- 
goers  accepted  Christ  as  their  Savior  as  a  result  of  the  street  preaching  and  Gospel  tract  distribution. 

Since  last  summer,  students,  faculty  and  staff  have  followed  God's  call  to  Mexico,  Bangladesh,  Brazil, 
Central  America,  Thailand,  Central  Asia  and  state-side  along  the  Eastern  Seaboard. 

In  July  1999,  students  canvassed  Belo  Horizonte,  Brazil,  leading  633  people  in  making  professions  of  faith  in 
Christ.  More  than  400  professions  of  faith  were  recorded  during  a  January  mission  trip  to  Mexico.  A  total  of 
nearly  200  professions  of  faith  were  recorded  on  two  different  trips  to  the  Czech  Republic  in  June  1999  and 
January  2000.  More  than  500  Christian  conversions  were  recorded  in  El  Salvador  during  a  March  mission  trip. 

Students,  faculty  and  staff  shared  the  Gospel  in  areas  hostile  to  Christianity.  In  June  1999,  Southeastern 
mission  teams  witnessed  to  Bengali  Muslims  in  Dhaka,  Bangladesh  where  acceptance  of  Christianity  is  one's 
death  sentence.  In  late  January  and  early  February  of  this  year,  49  students  and  staff  ministered  to  a  group  of  111 
missionaries  serving  in  Chiang-Mai,  Thailand  where  it  is  illegal  to  openly  worship  God. 

Southeastern  plans  to  start  two  new  churches  in  Maine  this  summer.  The  seminary  is  also  sponsoring 
mission  trips  to  New  York,  June  5-12;  Central  Asia,  May  24-June  16;  and  North  Africa,  July  7-21. 
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
